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The conifcrous trees of the Pacific Coast are among the 
most beautiful and valuable on earth. To give a detailed description 
of each would require an article of several pages. A few notes re- 
gardins the principal varieties are all that I can givo. Probably 
there is no country on the globe in which a more magnificent, extensive 
and varica forest is found than in Oregon - It has excited the wondor 
and admiration of the scientists,the pleasurc-scekors and the lumber- 
men of the world. Vast quantitics of sceds are collcctcd annually 
from those varictics of Oregon trees for the United states Forrestry 
Division in washington,D. C.and ror Germany ,Prance,England,Prussia, 
Spain, Australia and neighboring islands, who have alroady learned the 
great valuc of our magnificent forrests. 

25,000 square miles of the ues and coast lands of Oregon 
are coverod with a growth of timber so inmenso that,if it was worked 
up in cord wood,the ground would not givo room for it. These IG,000,000 
acres of forest will yield from 50,000 to 200,000 feet per acre. So 
far as the — generation is concerned the supply is inexhaustible 
assuring the contimmance of a great induetry which mist soon prow to 
larger dimonsions. There are billions upon billions of feet of lumber, 
equal to the best product of any other country,ready whenever it is 
wanted. The out put of logs is now about 200,000,000 anmally. The 
timber amen as stated above,is practical ly unlimited and the markot 


is the world. The yellow fir has been sent across the ocean to the 
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shipyards of Europe, because the French exvert at Toulon dockyards re- 
ported it,after the severest test known, to be the strongest timber ever 
tested. The English ship-builders report is, " Wo have testod all tho 
woods of the world and find the yollow fir the best. A stick of this 
wood an inch square resisted 2000 pounds while other woods broke seks 
I500 and IG00 pounds pressure,and made square breaks. When finally 
the yellov fir did part,it broke in long rents. * The ycollow fir often 
measures 250 to 300 fect in height,and trunks 12 foet in diameter are 
of common occurrence. I% is very valuable for masts and spars for 
its dimension and superior quality of strength, eheth, Tightnese and 
absence of knots. They may be dent and twisted soveral times in the 


contrary direction without breaking. 


Yellow Fir or Douglas Fir. (Pseudotsuga mucronata )

This is the king of troes. A large section of this magnifi- 
cent and valuable timber tree was exhibited at the Omaha Exposition. 
The lumber of this tree has no rqual for great length and strength. 
The yellow fir is one of the grandest trees on this continent and one 
of tne most important to commerce.

Tideland Svruce. ( Picoa sitchensis )e 


The greatost los section of wood that was exhibited at the 
omaha Exposition was the Tideland spruce. A cut II foet in diameter 
was taken 25 feet from tho mtt of the tree.

The cones 
sometimes are eighteen inches long and are of great ornamental beauty. 
The sugar pine is the most valuable lumber tree on the Pacific Coast.
